HAT ApoUos was a man of out- 
standing ability la certain. As 
n Je\v\ he would he familiar 
with the Scriptures from his child- 
hood. Born in the great city of 
Alexandria with Its educational ad- 
vantage.?, lie made good use of 
the opportunities afforded him there; 
his acceptance of John the Baptist's 
testimony to Christ _ 
gave the needed touch 
of nre to his soui; ami 
when lie appeared at 
EpheS'.ls he was so 
"eloQUent" and "mighty 
in the Scriptures" that 
he became a c o n- 
splciious figure even ic 
tliKt city, w^here many 
of the mightiest men 
of the early church 
were well known, and 
where Paul's voice had 
long been familiar In 
the synagogue and the 
school of Tyrannus. 

But there was one 
vital thing lacking In 
the spiritual equip- 
ment of this other- 
wLse great man. He 
did not have the per- 
sonal knowledge f 
Jesus possessed by the 
Apostles and many 
other Christians around him. We 
are told that he "was Instructed In 
the way of the Lord," was "fervent 
in spirit," and "taught diligently the 
thines of the Lord." but that he knew 
"only the baptism of John." 

This limitation of his knowledge 
must have been evident in his 
preaching, and the next verse pic- 
ture.q B beautiful scene; we read that 
"when Aqulla and Priscllla had 
heard, they took him onto them, and 
expounded unto him the way of 
God more perfectly." Here then we 
have this great orator and leader 
sitting at the feet of a humble work- 
man and his wife eagerly learning of 
the deeper things of God. 

Many lessons could b^ drawn from 
the life and character o^ ApoUos, but 
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Ing family eirele, we tusaMt «» 
UH of thB BIbIa puniDjia and oon 
inanu hero givon.

"How happy I feel I cnnnot describe when i 
dare to serve the people. This mornlug again I 
read a verse and. got two children to repeat them 
after me, I miist tell you nearly all the crew 
and the passengers are gel ting fast friends with 
me. I do pralso God tor His hiivlug saved me 
from sin and wo;i liie to lllin::clt tor licrviee. 



"Last night I had the greatest Joy since leav- 
ing England, for I took a Meeting for the people 
on board. All second-class and nisl-cmas passen- 
gers eame in, and the Commander of the boat and 
his oDlcers were all present. God gave inc much 
freedom. I talked to them a little of the origin 
of The Salvation Army, Its progress, and what It 
is doing in India, and finished up by reading 
from the Revelation the description of the Judg- 
ment Day, and appealed to those assembled to 
come to God to have their names written in the 
Lamb's Book of Lite, 

"t am so prouci of The Army uniform. There 
is nothing to beat it under tlie sun for tostlfying 
to the world of JesUs and His love, and on this 
lonely journey it baa been my 'open sesame.' 

"Thc3c fAO vtises from the 'l eaves for Pluck- 
ing' In the 'Soldier's Guide' have given me much 
food for thought. 'For then niu-ii He often have 
Buffered since the foundation of the world: hut 
now once In the end of the world hath Ha ap- 
peared to put away aln by the sacrifice of Him- 
self.' (Hebrews !l:2fl). 'For Thou bast been a 
strength to the poor, a strength to the needy in 
Ills distress, a refuge from the storm, a shadow 
from the heat, when the blast of the terrible ones 
is as a storm against the wall.' (Isaiah 25:4). 

"I read these and oilier passages to some oC 
the passengers and prayed with them in the morn- 
ing. I believe that nothing can draw the people 
hnt the cross and lhe marks of Jesus on It. This 
Is Christinas Day, and we are having a pleasant 
time on the boat. Last night both the first and 
soeond-class passengers had a fancy dress dance, 
and I was con.spicuou3 by my absence from it, 
although they invited nie to It so very much he- 
forehand. 

"We had a grand Cliristmas dinner, given by 
the ship jieople, which was followed by a dance 
and a lot of music, songs, etc. I enjoyed the 
dinner but retired immodi.Ttnly .TtterwardB, The 
following morning they .said that many had in- 
quired for me and that it v\'as a pity \ did not 
turn np: but 1 am really glail 1 kept avvay from 
it. I thought: Principles are bought at heavy coat, 
but they can be lost easily." 

On the evening before landing the Colonel said 
good-bye to his fellow-passengers. After al! were 
seated for dinner, lie rose and asked permission 
to speak a few words. Permission being given, 
he said: 

"Now, friends, in the morning I shall be leav- 
ing yon, and lest 1 should forget lo say good-byo, 
let me do .so now while you are partahiuK of your 
meal. These yonng oHleers and the stewards at 
our side, and yon yourselves, have been very kind 
to me. BO 1 Just want to irhank you ail. 1 have 
thought of yon as links in tho League of Nations; 
and now, I think, by the kindness you have shown 
lo me that you are eiupire builders. I should liko, 
also to propose a vote of thanks lo God for His 
having given lo us His Son ,losnK. vvhose birthday 
wG celebrated yesterday. Those who are willing 
to do so may join nie while I thank God fbr the 
same In prayer. And (hen. as most of you are 
young, I wanted lo say a word of advice to you. 
Be good: love God and keep out of debt and 
drink, .-^nd now I shall pray." 

Wlien the Colonel began (o pray the whole 
company rose. He said: ' 

"O God, we thank You for having given us 
Your Son Jesus to save us from our sins. How 
good Thou art in having sent Thy Son ,lesiia on 
a day like yesterday, about whieh we have been 
rpjoieiiig. O God. bless these iny frieiida, their 
relnllons, and all (hey represent. Keep us good 
for Thv name's .'^-.alip. Amen!" 

Having Ihiishcd praying llie Colonel called out: 
"Good-bye. God bless you! When in years to 
c-om;> v'OH make up your bank accounts and count 
your pounds, remeinhor The Salvation Army! And 
especially whenever you meet The Army think 
of this old Salvation Army man!" 

Th."ii one of the ladles, the wife of a Ceylon 
planter, called for "Three rheers tor the Colonel," 
and all shouted, "Hurrah, hurrah, Jiurrah!"

But they must 
have been convinced, even if against their wills, 
that the Salvation of Jesus is as much suited to 
the peoples of India and Ceylon as lo the British 
and other white-faced peoples.

.\bout nine-thirty a storm which had threatened 
for some considerable time broke, and the rain fell 
fast and furiously for a few minutes. It drove our 
"army" to slicker, but as the "Toronto Star" so 
apllye.N pressed it "the ardor ol the collectors was not 
daiiipened one wliil." and although tlie weather turned 
decidedly chilly the taggers stuck most pluckily to 
th'-ir posts. 

"Courteous Toronto" excelled herself on this day. 
and many warm expressions of approval were spoken 
to the taggers. One khidly disposed per.Min in the 
Juvenile Court of the City Hall, ventured to suggest 
to our Officer on duty there, that a tagger be fetched 
to the court. The word was no sooner spoken than it 
was acted upon. Headquarters was notified, a tagger 
was despatched, post haste, and all hi the room were 
taggetl in a very short time. 

Territorial Headquarters wa:^ the taggers' reii- 
dc7.voiis for the central tcrriioiy tinder Colonel Uct- 
iridge and the Training Garrison .Stall, Here, an ani- 
mated scene was presented. The rest-room, located 
in the Council Chamber, harbored clusters of taggers 




who, having just been relieved from duty, or awaiting 
tiieir turn to go out. munched ."iandwiclics and sipped 
col'lce, discussing meanwhile their tagging experiences. 

Into the J''inaiice Office flnwctl a ceaseless stream 
of wealth. Cold, bard cash and bills of all denomina- 
tions were dexterously sorted by the .Staff of the De- 
IJartment and placed in readiness for conveyance to 
the liank. 

A truck load of musicians — members of the Cadets' 
Band — swept about the downtown district during the 
course of the day. reminding any who had missed the 
viligant eye of the tagger, of their obligations. , 

By noon it seemed as though the whole street 
poinilation of Toronto had been tagged, and those 
without tags were more conspicuous than those with 
them.

FAVORITE HYMNS 8. 



"Stand Up, Stand Up For Jesus" 



THE writer of this well-known and 
popular hynnn was Rev. Geo- 
Duftleld, who, born at Carlisle. 
Pa., U.S.A., in ISIS, became a Pres- 
byterian minister. 

Mr. Dutfielil was living ill Pliila- 
Uelphia from IS51 to 1S61, and il was 
during that period tl-st ho v.'rote tlie 
hymn, "Stand Up. Stand fp for 
JesuB," which made liim t'umous, 
Dniing the Wintei' of 1S5T-S a great 
revival of religion spread over the 
land. Its influence was feit tar and 
wide, and espeeially in the city ot 
Philndelpliia. Not long before this 
tlie Yonne Men's Christian Associa- 
tion had gained a firm hold in the 
Qiiah^i- city, and tlie leaders threw 
themselves heart and sonl into the 
movement, with the result that the 
revival developed remarkable 
strenctli among Ilie young people ot 
the community. 

At the forefront ot the tnovement 
was Rev- Dudley Tyng, a young 
clersyman of the Episcopal Church. 
The strong hostility of Mr. Tyng to 
slavery got him Into trouble with his 
confiiegallon. Such was the feeling 
against him that he was compelled 
to resign, anrl he organiied the 
Church of the Covenant, and held 
services In a public hall. Mr, Tyug 
seemed destined to heeome a great 
leader In the land, when an unfortu- 
nate accident cut sliort his life of 
promise. One day, while slaying at 
iiis country homo, he left his study 
to look at a corn-shelUng machine 
worked by mule power In the barn- 
The aleeve of liia gown cnueht In the 



cogs, and he was drawn in and so 
sevei-ely injured that a few days 
later he died- His last words to those 
around him were; "Tell them, 'Let 
us all stand up for Jesus.' " 

His tragic death made a great im- 
pression upon all his friends, and 
especially upon Rev. Geoi-,<; Uuffield. 
The following Sunday, r,ir. Duffield 
preached from the to.xt, "Stand, there- 
fore, having yoni- loins gilt ahout 
with truth, and having on the breast- 
plate of righteousness." jVa he 
closed the serniun llr. DnCiield read 
some verses lie had composed ^as 
soon as he had returned from attend- 
ing .\.'r. Tyng's funeral. These verses 
coiistitiited Ihe hymn which we know- 
as "Sta-.ui 'C\i, Stitnd I'p for Jesus." 
i\lr. Durfie.d did not think that ih-^y fF 
were anything out of the ordinary, 
hut the superintendent of the Sunday 
School had them printed on a Icifiet. 
A tcopy 'found its way into a news- 
paper office, and in a very short 
time the hymn was being sung all 
over the Christian world. 

It is said that the hymn is found iu 
practically every collection of hymns, 
and that il has scarcely been altered 
in any way. Mr. Duhield said that 
the hymn, whicn had six stanzas 
when written, came to liini like ii 
message from God. and iu a short 
time it was completed. "Siiite the 
night it was written," he said, "it has 
never been altered by tlu» aiithni in 
a single verse, a slngli' line, or a 
single word, and II is hin wish Ihul il 
shall contiuue unnllcrcil until ihe 
soldier.i of llie Cros.'f slinll replace It 
by 3ometUllig better."

No one in the 
world knows everything so there is 
no harm in acknowledging your lack 
of knowledge on various points, but 
rhcre is no rea.son to remain in 
ig^ijorancc '^iM\ let your child find 
out you arc not as keen for knowl- 
edge as he i.s. I find it takes very 
little to satisfy my children's ques- 
tions though I ani constantly won- 
dering how much longer I can 
manage without investing in an 
encyclopedia. 

They arc intensely interested in 
natural history and will call me 
many times a day to see birds, but- 
terflies, catcrpillar.s, etc.. iind t en- 
courage them as much as possible. 
Tliey will squeal with delight wlien 
they come across wild flowers in the 
Spring and Summer.

PURE AIR 

THE AIR in rooms should move. 
That means draughts and these 
are unpleasant and sometimes 
dangerous. One of the best tilings to 
overcome droughts is a window-boatd.

It is going into cool air aftei 
being in a hot room or after hearty 
exercise. Our bodies are then in con- 
dition to catch colds. 

Colds are caused by germs. These 
germs grow in people's throats, who, 
when they sneeze scatter the gems 
in the air. Others who breathe in 
the.se germs, take cold, unless their 
bodies are strong enough to resist 
Any one who has a cold is a source of 
danger to others. He should, there- 
fore, carry a clean handkerchief 
cough and sneeze into it, and a3 iar 
as possible keep away fr«m a crowd 
of people. 

Colds lead to serious trouble, such 
as influenza, pneumonia, scarlet ferer.
